This summer an ‘aidan on a large! 
scale is to be made to place Alberta 
coal on the Winnipeg market.  Diffi- 
culty has been experienced in this mar- 
ket extension work by the lack of stor- 
age capacity in Winnipeg, and the un- 
willingness of the consumer to purchase 
his coal during the summer, when it 
could be delivered direct from the cars, 
this objection to early 
ordering, storage sheds, with a capacity 
of 20,000 tons, are being erected. These 
sheds will permit the shipping of 
Alberta coal to Winnipeg during the 
slack season and storing it against the_ 
rush period. This will have a twofold 
effect. First, it will relieve the traffic 
congestion of the autumn, when the 
railways are handling the grain traffic. 
Secondly, it will permit the operation 
of the mine during a period when, ow- 
ing to the absence of a market for the 
output they were ordinarily compelled 
to close down or operate witha reduced 
staff. 

This latter difficulty has, had ratheaa 
widespread effect, and has militated 
against the ability of Alberta coal to
